('HANOI!* ON THE EABTH'S NDBFACE 


Tne lighthouse keeper at Reykjanes, 


the southwest point of Iceland, discovered 
on July 29 last that a new island had 
suddenly appeared above the water, jbout 
ii'ind miles'.1 from the mainland/ u&ioe 
weeks ago the British Consul inJEciland 
visited the island, which he describes as 
a black volcanic rock of small extent. 
In this neighborhood several islands have 
from time to time risen to the surface or 
sunk out of sight 


Geological writings give a great many 


instances of important changer on the 
surface that have been made within his- 
torical times. The stupendous volcanic 
eruption of Krakatau on August 27th last 
year, entirely changed the physical aspect 
of the Sunda Straits 
A part of Kraka- 


tau was shot of out the sea and dropped 
into the straits eight miles northward. The 
greater portion of the island, containing 
several thousand million cubic yards of 
earth, was hurled through the air over 
Zaug Island, and plunged into the channel 
seven miles to the northeast 
These two 


new pieces of land which have been named 
Steers and Calmeyer Islands, now appear 
above the sea where previously 240 feet 
of water existed. Where the volcano of1 


Krakatau stood a sea fathomless by a line 
of 1,000 feet now exists 


General Sir J. II. Lefroy recently called 


attention to the fact that ninety-six more 
or less extensive tracts of land are known 
to be rising or sinking. 
Geologists tell 


us that the Atlantic coast between Cape 
Cod and Capp Hatteras has been sinking 
for centuries, and that the subsidence has 
not jet ceased on the coasts of New York 
and New Jersey 
The Indians who lived 


on Manhattan Island when the Dutch col- 
onized it two centuries ago, said that in 
the time of their great-grandfathers it 
was possible to cross Hell Gate dry shod 
from one bank to the other. 
Prof. Guyot 


estimated that since the colonisation of 
the country, this patt of the coast has 
subsided twenty-three and one-half inche 
every century. 


Science is not yet able to tell in accoid- 


ance with what laws these upheavals and 
depressions of the earth's crust occur. 
Geologists, however, have been able to fix 
almost exactly the limits of the areas 
both of upheaval and subsidence. 
There 


is now no doubt that many of the islands 
of the southern Pacific Ocean are the 
lofty portions of a continent which sank 


of the Pacific Ocean bed are gradually 
risinp, and are thrusting here and there 
new islands above the sea. 


While the greater part of the American 


continent is slowly rising, Australia is 
gradually sinking. 
Lieutenant-Comman- 


der DeLong found e\ idence that Bennett 
Island had risen one hundred feet within 
quite recent times.

Michi- 
gan, with only nine celleges, shows up 
bettef than Ohio in the provision made 
for their support. These figures, which 
might be tediously multiplied, give rise to 
the suspicion that many of our colleges 
are, hi fact, little better than academies 
and are colleges only in name, and this 
suspicion is rather confirmed by the dis- 
proportionate number of scholars in the 
preparatory department and in the regu- 
lar college course.

It>» lUt of the articles 
found in the drain pipe* and at their out- 
let in the tail race wan made it would be 
almott like an inventory of the wall 
parts used in the manufactures of the 
establishment. 
There were hundreds of 


pieces of broken files, taps, reamers, 
drills, parts of machines and tools spoiled 
in the working, and a wagon load of cot- 
ton waste. The water closets had been 
convenient " catchalls," 
scrap-heaps" 


And "glory boles." How much the estab- 
lishment bud lost in this way could not 
readily be estimated, as much of it must 
have l>een swept away by the stream and 
much of it buried out of sight. 


It is surprising/ how much may be 


saved in the shop by judicious attention 
to little things and by bandy appliances 
for saving. An establishment that works 
up br iss and iron In about equal propor- 
tions for more than a year mixed the 
drillings, turnings, and filings of both 
metals indiscriminately, and dumped 
them out of door* as useless rubbish to 
be gnt rid of. A separating machine 
was (suggested, and -now one of the pro- 
prietors declares that it paid (or its cost 
within three weeks. It is self-operating, 
requiring only the occasional supply of 
the chips and the removal of those already 
separated. The mixed chips pass through 
a trough in a thin stream before a revolv- 
ing cylinder composed of horse shoe 
magnets; the brass chips drop in front 
into 'i box, and the iron and steel chips 
are carried on the magnets to the under 
side, and are brushed off by fixed brushes 
into another box. 
Before being separ- 


ted. these mixed chips were worthless 
after being separated the iron chips had 
a marketable value, and the brass chips a 
value ten times as great. 


In a large manufactory of machine 


scren t, where two barrels of oil a day is 
not nu uncommon amount to use, if all 
the machines were supplied afresh, three- 
fifths of this amount—sometimes more— 
\3 saved for further use. 
This is done by 


a smull centrifugal machine. The chips, 
soaking in oil, are dipped into the little 
cup-shaped receiver, the cover closed, the 
belt started, and the oil conies in an al- 
most invisible horizontal sheet ngainst 
the sides of the enveloping pau and lans 
into a tack ready for use. The chips are 
cleaned so nearly that they barely soil 
the hands. 


In a certain machine shop worn out 


and broken files are placed in a trans- 
verse bolder on the grindstone frame, held 
against the face of the stone by springs, 
given a traverse by a belt and a spiral 
cam, and the result is bits of smooth 
steel just adapted for forging, to boring 
oar cutters and keys, with a further result 
of keeping the stone trued. 


In brass manufactories there is un- 


avoidable waste of the metals in the 
scoria' of the melting furnaces, in the 
rolling n.ill department, and the wire 
drawing. Whatever of this waste, with 
the sweepings, can be gathered is put 
into large mortars and subjected to the 
impact of pivoted pestles until the whole 
is pounded to a dust. Then it is floated 
in a running stream of water through a 
chute over riffles, which catch the heavy 
metallic particles and allow the lighter 
trash to pass off. The metallic residuum, 
packet! in crucsbles with luted covers, 
gives back a profitable percentage of 
solid brass to be re-used.—Scientific Amer- 
ican.

form of animal being, and that as organ! 
zation 
progresses in complexity 
the 


stomach is ever the nucleus around which 
heads, hearts, legs, wings and tails are 
arranged, with an all but exclusive view 
to the especial interests of that part. 


While, therefore, a stomach can do 


very well by itself, in' independence of 
all that we are accustomed to consider 
as the animal, no animal can carry on the 
war for five minutes without a stomach. 
The stomach is in truth the immediate 
cause of all the endless varieties of ani- 
mal form, and digestion the one main 
end of animal existence. Man himself, 
that perpetual object of his own admira- 
tion, is but a more complicated zoophyte, 
a perfiicted stomach, a transcendental 
machine for the assimilation and elabora- 
tion of nutritious, particles. To eat, and 
to be eaten, is the common lot of all liv. 
ing beings; and if man be indeed the 
lord of the creation, it is manifestly only 
in the right of bis omnivorous faculty.

from the garden spider. This gentleman 
weomplicbed his purpose by connecting 
a reel with a steam engine, setting it re- 
volving ai the rate of 150 feet per minute, 
when, aft* two hours'patience, he wound 
off W,00( feet of beautiful white line of 
metallic I astro from 24 spiders. Subse- 
quent 
e> animation proved this thread 


to ba only the thirty-thousandth part of 
an inch in diameter, so that a single pound 
weight wis estimated to be sufficient'to 
encircle the globe. Although this gen- 
tleman appears not to have pushed his 
interesting experiments much further, a 
Frenchman of Languedoc afterwards es- 
tablished •» factory for producing and weav. 
ing spider silk into articles of utility. He 
manufactured gloves and stockings which 
were much admired, but the difficulty of 
raising a sufficiently numerous family of 
spinners within -a reasonable space, on 
account (f their extreme pugnacity, soon 
interfered with the budding industry, 
and led to its abandonment. No difficulty 
was experienced by M. Reamur in collect- 
ing some 5,000 spiders, and immuring 
them in lifty separate cells; but, unfor- 
tunately, on one occasion there occurred 
a scarcity of flies; a food panic ensued, 
and the hungry and infuriated prisoners, 
escaping during the night, fell upon each 
other with such deadly ferocity, that 
when the anxious proprietor paid his usual 
morning visit, only a few gorged and 
bloated specimens survived. It seemed, 
indeed, so vain to expect European spi- 
ders to exist peacefully within reach and 
sight of each other without their usual 
employment conducted after their own 
fashion, that the hope of rendering them 
useful for commercial purposes gradually 
died away, and has for many years been 
almost 
wholly 
relinquished. 
Certain 


species of foreign spiders, however, when 
examined with a view to their silk, oflera 
field of very considerable encouragement. 


In the Island of Ceylon there is one 


described by Sir Samuel Baker as being 
two inches long, with a large yellow spot 
upon its back, which spins a beautiful 
web 2,112 feet in diameter, so strong 
that an ordinary walking stick thrown in 
is entangled and retained among the 
meshes. 
As might be expected, the fil- 


ament, which is said to exhibit a more 
silky appearance than common spider's 
web, is eisily wound by hand on a card 
without any special care being exercised 
in the operation. A spider of even more 
formidable dimentions is alluded to in 
the fascinating work, "The Gardens of 
the Sun," by F. W. Burbidge. It is a 
1 irge, black, yellow-spotcrcature, measur- 
ing six or eight inches across its back 
extended legs, and it spins a web strained 
on lines -is stout as fine sewing cotton. 


The piince of the species, however, 


seems to bo the Aranca maculata of 
Brazil, vouched for by Dr. Welsh as 
having been seen and examined by him 
during hi* travels in that country. In 
this hugi!, ungainly, yet harmless and 
domesticated creature, we evidently pos- 
sess a treasure of a silk-spinner, with 
which the non nervous and practical 
among o ir colonial ladies, situated in 
moderately warm localities like northern 
New Zealand, Queensland and the Gape 
of Good Hope, might spend many a profit- 
able hour when they become mutually 
acquainted. It is not only free from the 
vices of tlie European spider in not de. 
vouring its kind, but it actually exists in 
little harmonious communities of over 
100 individuals of different ages and sizes 
occupying the same web. Like the last 
mentioned spider, this one is of similar 
colossal dimensions, and it spins a beauti- 
ful yellow network ten or twelve feet in 
diameter, quite as strong as the silk of 
commerce. 
Regarding the toughness of 


this'filament, the doctor says: 
"In passing through an opening between 
some tree', I felt my head entangled in 
some obstruction, and on withdrawing it 
my light straw hut remained behind. 
When I looked up I saw it suspended in 
the air, entangled in tl>3 meshes of an 
immense cobweb, which was drawn like 
a veil of thick gauze across the opening, 
and was expanded from branch to branch 
of the opposite trees as large as a sheet, 
ten or twelve feet in diameter. 


Another traveler, Lieut. Herndon, of 


tho Unitud States navy, confirms Dr. 
Walsh's account of this enormous spider, 
with the addition that he saw a single 
web which nearly covered a lemon tree, 
and he estimated its diameter at ten 
yards. Probably the latest addition to 
our knowledge of spider silk has recently 
come from the Paris "Ecole practique 
d'Acclimation," a member of which has 
discovered an African species which spins 
a strong yellow web, so like the product 
of the silk worm as to be scarcely distin- 
guishable from it. 
So promising a ma- 


terial as a fibre of commerce does this 
seem to be, that, after close investigation, 
a syndicate of Lyons silk merchants has 
reported in its favor; the more so as there 
is said to be no difficulty in acclimatizing 
the spider in France. In those gigantic 


How MATCHES WE«B INVENTED 


According to a German paper, the in- 
ventor of lucifer matches was a political 
prisoner who perfected his idea in 1883, 
within the walls of a State prison. Kara- 
merer was a native -of Ludwidsburg, and 
when sentenced to six months' imprison- 
ment nt Ilohenasperg he was fortunate 
enough to attract tho notice and to gain 
the favor of an old officer ia charge of 
the prison, who, finding he was studying 
chemistry, allowed him to arrange a small 
laboratory in his cell. Ktunmerer had been 
engaged in researches with a view of im- 
proving the defective steeping system, 
according to which splinters of wood, 
with sulphur at the ends were dipped 
into a chemical fluid in order to produce 
a flame. If the fluid was fresh, the re- 
sult was satisfactory, but, as it lost its 
virtues after a time, tbere was a general 
disposition to continue the old fashioned 
system of using flint and steel. 
After 


many failures Kammerer begun to exper- 
iment with phosphrous, and had almost 
completed 
his term of imprisonment 


when he discovered the tight mixture 
and kindled a match by rubbing it against 
the walls of his cell. On coming out of 
prison be commenced the manufacture of 
matches. Unfortunately, the absence of 
patent law prevented his rights from be- 
ing secured, and, on Austrian and other 
chemists analyzing the composition, imi- 
tations speedly made their appearance. 
In 1835, the German States prohibited 
the use of these matches, considering 
them dangerous. 
When they were made 


in England and sent to the continent 
these regulations were withdrawn, but 
too late to be of any benefit to the inven- 
tor, who died in the rand house of his 
native town in 1857. 


STAINED GLASS.—Though stained glass 


work has been done in this country since 
the beginning of the present century, yet 
it is only within the last ton years that it 
can be said to have developed to the 
dignity of an art, or the dimensions of an 
industry. Though great advances have 
been made in aristic excellence and finish, 
yet it is doubtful if, as regards the glass 
itself, any considerable improvement has 
been made over the glass used in tne 
thirteenth and fourteenth centuries. 
In 


fact, it is only within fifteen years or so 
that the manufacture of good glass has 
been revived, the art having slowly died 
out. The demand for it, at the present 
time, is so good and the encouragement 
for improvement it is so great, that it is 
probable that it will be carried to a 
higher point of excellence than ever be- 
fore. 
Up to ten years ago the demand 


for stained glass was confined almost 
wholly to Episcopal and Catholic chur- 
ches. The churches of other denomina- 
tions began to use it about that time, 
and the demand in this direction has in- 
creased very much since. 
It began to be 


used in private house then, also, and the 
great increase has been mainly in this 
branch. The business as a whole has in- 
creased from 75 to 100 per cent, within 
the last decade.
